ditches and o ut to sea. Such p ra c ­ 
tice co n stitu tes

m isdem eanor, 
punishable by a fine of from $25 to 
$500 and six m o n th s' Jail sentence.

appeared 
before 
the 
county su p erv iso rs som a w eeks ago, 
urging th a t step s be taken to c u r­ 
tail the use of w ater on th e gun 
club preserves, b u t opinion a t th a t 
tim e leaned to th e view th a t n o th ­ 
ing could he done. 
W ettlln declared today

said. 
As Beyboldt w as led dow n th e 
passagew ay, p a st the cells of o th er 
prisoners, th ere w as no d em o n stra­ 
tion from th e inm ates. 
A deep s i­ 
lence hung over the prleon. 
The youth w alked w ith 
a firm 
stride. 
H e faced the flrlnff squad 
w ithout a w ord and the only em o ­ 
tion he show ed was In the heaving 
of his b re ast aa guarda placed the 
w hite targ e t over his h e art and 
blindfolded him . 
R elatives an d friends, reported to 
have been en ro u te from Ohio to 
plead for a sta y of execution had 
not arrived w hen the penalty w as 
inflicted. 
Efforts to Save Life 
Seyboldt w ent to his death a fte r 
the date of his execution had been 
fixed for th e fifth tim e. E ight tim es 
his case w as before the sta te p a r­ 
don board. 
W ith possibly one ex ­ 
ception, th a t of Joseph H lllatrom . 
no case In w hich a m an was co n ­ 
victed of m u rd er and condem ned to 
die in U tah h a s elicited a g re a ter 
am ount of in te re st in efforts to save 
his life.

the board's decision not to stay the 
execution w as carried to Heyboldt 
in his cell, w here he w as surrounded 
by friends and officers.

Murders Sal* Lake Officer 
The crim e fo r which the youth 
paid w ith h is life was the m urder 
of P atro lm an David C row ther. of 
the Salt L ake police force, in O cto­ 
ber, 1923. 
T h e officer was rounding 
up tram ps in th e vicinity of the 
railroad y ard s w hen he cam e upon 
Beyboldt and tw o com panions, J o s ­ 
eph 
E. 
M arenger 
and 
Noel 
W. 
W hite. 
He is alleged to have been 
taking them to a point in the o u t­ 
sk irts of the y ards to aid them in 
getting out of town, when Seyboldt, 
according to his com panions, fired 
the shot w hich killed the officer. 
The trio th en took his autom obile 
and escaped to Southern C alifornia, 
where they w'ere captured. 
Hey- 
boldt’s com panions w ere convicted 
of second-degree m urder and are 
serving 20-y ear term s in the sta te 
prison.

URING the last fourteen years American immigration has shifted. 
The Am ericas now contribute more 
than 
Europe. 
Among 
the 
Am ericas, our islands make an important contribution. 
W hile Canada and Mexico together send Into 
the U nited States, Illicitly, perhaps, more than all 
who arrive 
legally 
and 
otherwise 
from 
Pacific 
points, Filipinos are now arriving in large numbers 
on the Pacific Coaat. 
I understand that from BO to 200 arrive at San | 
Francisco on every ship coming from H awaii and 
the Philippines. 
The entries into Seattle are stead­ 
ily Increasing. 
W ith 
them 
com e unheralded 
thousands 
from 
Porto Rico, the Virgin Islands. Hawaii and Alaska. 
Porto Ricans and Filipinos are considered citizens 
as far aa Im m igration to the United States Is con­ 
cerned. 
In som e com m unities 
of 
California 
Filipinos 
outnumber Chinese, and occasionally replace both 
Chinese and Japanese. 
They also find employment 
In W ashington saw m ills, 
Alaskan 
canneries 
and 
other industries. 
The Pacific Coast is getting from these sources 
Mear* 
laborers w ho com pare favorably with the Average Mexicans, and ar# 
less of a social charge on American com m unities than Americans. 
Two classes of Filipinos arrive, those from H awaii and those 
direct from Manila. 
Th* former have proved them selves superior be­ 
cause of their later experience on the sugar plantations. 
Of more significance than their numbers is the fact that Filipinos 
are easily led. 
Politicians of easy conscience could without difficulty 
use them in a new cause. 
Nearly tw*o thousand Filipinos have gathered In one colony in San 
Joaquin county, California. 
There, as elsewhere, they rival the two 
major Oriental races in manual labor, and are more used than the 
Chinese and possibly the Japanese. 
Nearly tw o-thirds of the aliens com ing from all the American 
island* land at San Francisco. 
These diffuse through California, few 
of them going north. 
Others arrive at Beattie and other W ashington 
and Oregon ports, thus assuring the northwest their share of this 
nationality. 
These newcom ers w ill attract their friends by accounts of th# 
Golden Lands of Opportunity and as the years pass, due partly to 
the Oriental Exclusion Act, greater numbers may roll in through the 
open door of our insular possessions.
